ON OVERTURES, 


'The ‘composition! of an Overture 


seems a difficult task and the suc- 
cess very uncertain, to judge of the 
very few out of a multitude that 
have) attained. popularity. Most of 
the great masters have composed 
numerous. and excellent operas, and 
yet many of them have not been 
able to write a good overture; even 
in their most happy and inspired 
moods they have rarely succeeded 
in producing the effect required by 
the subject, and in the present day 
the Itahan composers, either aware 
of the difficulty or unwilling to risk 
the fame they have acquired by ar- 
rangements of pleasing motivi, give 
up the writing of an overture as a 
hopeless task, and a few introduc- 
tory bars’ replace the symphony 
which should prepare the auditor 
forthe scenes which are to follow. 
Sacchini and Pacini, both great 
composers in their way, have not 
produced a single overture worthy 
of notice. The overture to Dido, 
a subject affording infinite variety 
in’ grandeur, in passion, is a mere 
hotch-potch of trivial airs, The 
one'to Gidipus is not less monoto- 
nous.’ Gluck’s overtures to the two 
Iphigenias are splendid pieces of 
instrumentation, gigantic in their 
chords and sublime in combinating 
harmonies, and offer a strong con- 
trast’ to those of Orpheus and Nar- 
éissus; Which are © comparatively 
wéak and feeble, ’"“Even Mozart oc- 
éusionally ° fails ;'“his overtures to 
thé Magic Flute, Don Juan, and to
